Web searcli engines, such as Google.coxnj generally return a long list of websites for 
people who have searched for a generic item* For example, people seftcchwg for '*pappr" 
are presented with tjiousands of web&ites relatmg to 'paper*. In this descdpcioii of the 
invention^ "paper" is used simply as one example. Any other generic dicdonary word or 
combinadoa of two oi more dictionary words without spaces, ie. "fountainpens" or 
"j&stcars" may be substitat3ed Jfor "ps^et". 

To cut iliough the excess of choice returned by search engines, some Web users firpm 
time to time avoid using search en^es and simply add a "»com" or ".net** to the generic 
item diey are looking for, ie. "paper.com" or "papes-net"* and type it directly into the 
Universal £lesource Locator (URL) line in the web-browser. In this way» they are making 
a guess that they may be taken dixecdy to a website dedicated to what diey are searching 
for> Le. '*paper". 

The invention stems from the feet that Web users regulady make typographical errgrs. 
Specifically, they inight mistype the ".com" or **.net" ending portion of the URL. Tl^exe 
ore maay variations of mistyping this ending pordon of die domain n.aine, known at the 
Top Level Domain (TLD), However, this iavention is restricted to the misspdHngg of 
TLDs wliich involve only one letter bdng accldencally omittjed would then correspond to 
Country Codes TLDs (ccTLDs). This includes '\cm'\ ",om% "xo", ".ne" and ".et". Th^e 
cop level domains correspond re&pecdvdy to the Country Code IXDs of die countde? of 
Cameroon, Oman, Colombia, Niger and Ethiopia* 

Currendy, iJ^ for example, a qser types "papet.cm'' into a web-browser and tiher^^is no 
site registered in that country code domain, the domain will not resolve and no website 
will be retrieved and be viewable by die wer on the web*-brQw$er» 

Tills invendon permii£ die user to view a website even when ma.lcirtg one or more of the 
above typograpbkal errors. This website could be spedEcaUy related to the searched 
terms, Le. paper^ Or it could be a general search website, simply a webaite containing 
advising or a website containing a combination thercoE 

By permitting the user to view a website after such typographical errors, advertising, 
transacdon or other revenue may be earned for bringing the user to that website* 
Adverdaing, transaction or other revenue may also be earned if the user follows a lin^ or 
performs a search on daat website or a direcdy or indirecdy litiked website. 

This invention requires an agreement with at least one of the administrators of the 
ccTLD such that all domains that would otherwise not resolve be directed to one or 
more specified servers. These servers would then return websites containing e-commerce 
or odier web-based services indnding advertisiag such m tihe pay-per-cUck advetdsing 
offered by search engine and adverdslng service, Overture.com. Tflie services offered or 
advertising may be partly or wholly "targeted", ie, related in spme way to "p^pet" or it 
may be pardy or \diolly untainted, Le. having litde or nol^bing to do with "paper",
